Made Brilliant Address. 


Dr. Durham made a brilliant ad- 
dress and was loudly applauded. At 
its conclusion, Bernard Broyles voiced 
the thanks of the club to Dr. Durham 
for his address. 

Dr. Durham said in part: 

“There can be little doubt that in 
the spirit of glad co-operation in all 
causes that leok to the welfare of 
Atlanta, our citizens have a distin- 
guished place. There is also no doubt 
that there is general knowledge of 
the fact that the educational welfare 
of our children is the highest of all 
our interests. Yet in spite of these 
two things we are continually in 
turmoil and even bitter controversy 
about our schools. 


“There are many explanations given 
of this. First, many object to ‘the 
amount of money spent by the 
schools. It may be enlightening to 
know that of 60 leading cities of 
Anierica only three, according to 
tabulated figures of two years ago, 
spend less per child than. Atlanta. 
The average is 50 per cent higher 
than the Atlanta rate and many 
spend twice as much for a child as 
Atlanta. 

“Again, there are charges of in- 
competence on the part of our school 
authorities. As to that, it is the es- 
timate of men in position to know 
that Mr. Sutton is one of the out- 
standing schoolmen of the nation. 
There are others that conclude that 


the whole conception of public edu- 
eation is wrong and that we should 
return to the private schools of our 
fathers. This is simply out of the 
question. The task of educating all 


the people is as muck beyond the 
school machinery of our fathers as 
modern industry is beyond the wheel- 
barrow methods of the generations 
gone. 

Trouble Lies Deep. 


“Where gs the trouble? I fear that 
it lies deeper than the surface situa- 
tion of which we most often think. 
In my opinion, dune of the chief causes 
of our trouble is a system of taxa- 
tion that lays the burden of support 
of public activities unevenly upen the 
people. This produces a *constant 
friction and outcry against expan- 
sion and perfecting our’ school sys- 
tem. But more than any other cause 
of our difficulties is the political na- 
ture of our school organization and 
eontrol. Democracy is and must al- 
ways be government by the people. 
Yet many of our greatest interests 
require the work of the highly trained 
technician. There is no necessary 
conflict here. Let the democratic 
right of the people be exercised in 
the process of selection of the trained 
experts, but give such interests into 
the hands of these technicians and 
hold them responsible. 

“In the light of the organization of 
Greater Atlanta we have a_ grent 
chance for a reorganization of our 
schools into a metropolitan, non- 
political, highly efficient system.

Report of Standing Com- 
mittee on Radio Law 
Recommends Wide Re- 


visions. 


—_—_— 


Washington, September 3.—(4)— 
When the American Bar Association 
meets in Memphis October 23 it will 
have before it recommendations by 
its standing committee on radio law 
for sweeping revision of present 
radio legislation. 

The report, drawn by Louis G. 
Caldwell, former general counsel for 
the radio commission; William J. 
Donovan, former assistant attorney- 
general; Fred C. Fernald, Boston, 
Mass.; Cassius E. Gates, Seattle, 
Wash., and Edward A. Zimmerman, 
Chicago, called for the repeal of the 
section of the radio act dividing the 
country into zones. The Davis amend- 
ment, by which the commission was 
directed to allocate all broadcasting 
facilities equally as between zones 
and equitably in proportion to pop- 
ulation in the states in the various 
zones, also was attacked on the 
ground that it “runs counter to well- 
established engineering principles.” 

The committee reported that there 
exists an uncertainty and division of 
authority in radio administration 
which should be terminated by plac- 
ing radio regulation permanently in 
the hands either of the radie com- 
mission or the department of com- 
merce, 

Repeal of Provisions Urged. 

It advocated repeal of the anti- 
monopoly provision of the act on 
the ground that it is a threat to the 
foreign communication of the United 
States and may result in short wave 
channels being turned back into “the 
international grab-bag open * regis- 
tration by other nations.” 

The section forbidding the merger 
of the wire and radio communication 
companies, the report said, rests 
“upon a misconception as to the na- 
ture of radio reception and its rela- 
tions tu wire communication.” 

The committee further recommended 
repeal of the section requiring a con- 
struction permit before a radio sta- 
tion can be constructed and the 
mitigation of provisions regarding the 
issuance of licenses to corporations 
having alien stockholders particularly 
with respect to ships.

Other important legislative changes 
recommended included the immediate 
return to the original license period 
of three years for broadcasting sta-

No valid criticism can be laid upon 
the work of the convention of 1577. 
It worked under restraints and_ pres- 
sures absolutely unknown to our 
present time, and they wrought well 
for their oceasions and their confused 
constituency. 

The constitution that every essen- 
tial of state government needs now 
would be a quite different and com- 
pact document. It would, if wisely 
constructed, be a compact charter 
such as the federal constitutions It 
would provide the principles of demo- 
cratie-republican government,  de- 
lineate succinctly the legislative, ju- 


their powers, set up needful prohibi- 
tions against usurpations of powers 


It would be stripped of all purely 
legislative articles and amendments 


municipal privileges junk that 
have accumulated in it “through the 
101 amendments which it has suf- 
fered during the past 40 years. 

It would, if wisely composed; I re- 


peat, be a dignified constitution of a 


sovereign state whose people would 
free, within its liberal limits, to 
legislate and administer as their cir- 
cumstances would demand.

The Creation of a Convention. 


Fortunately we cannot nor order a 
constitutional convention until the cen- 
sus of next year shall have been taken 
and recorded. That will reveal to us 
the total of our population and how 
it is distributed over our territory. 
It is essential to know those things 
officially and impartially. 

No constitutional convention should 
be composed in other manner tpan as 
the present constitution requires. lt 


‘says “the representation in said coa- 


vention shall be based on population 
as near as practicable.” 

It will be the duty of the yeneral 
assembly in 1931 to reconstruct tue 
12 congressional districts in the state 
with as nearly equal population in 
each as is practicable. 

The same generat assembly, under 
the state constitution “may change 
these (state senatorial) districts aft- 
er each census vf the United States,” 
but it is hardly probable that they will 
change them in any way that would 
nearly equalize them in .population. 
Local and personal pe®nut politics 
will certainly prevent that. 

It would be grossly unfair and ridic- 
ulous to base representation either 
upon counties or senatorial districts 
as they now stand. A convention 
constituted would be about as rotten 
a body as was ever put ove on any 
people in the name of democracy! 
General Robert Toombs himself con- 
fessed, after the convention of 1877, 
that it was at least three-fold more 
numerous in membership than. it 
should have been. It was constituted, 
however, upon the’ only basis. then 


available. 


* * + “ 


A Fully Adequate Convention. 

For some years I have given stu- 
dious thought to the subject of a con- 
vention to revise, reduce and render 
modern the constitution of the State. 

If I had the privilege to devise the 
convention I would have the legisla- 
ture, after the congressional! districts 
are reconstructed in accordance with 
the federal requisition, then order 
a state convention of a certain nuim- 
ber of delegates from each of those 
congressional! districts. 

If five delegates were assigned to 
each congressional district they would 
constitute a convention of 60 members, 
which would be plepty for all practi- 
cal purposes. In that event I believe 
the people of each district would elect 
the five ablest men they could draft 
in their several districts. 

Or, if seven delegates were assigned 
the convention of 84 members would 
certainly be large enough and able 
to do its work well and quickly. 

An overloaded convention, com- 
posed mostly of inexperienced men 1n 
law, economics and legislation would 
be a misfortune to the state rather 
than of serious and permanent bene- 
fits. 

Really. it is possible to name 24 
men in Georgia who could get togech- 
er and in 30 days make a model and 
profitable constitution, under which 
the state would thrive as richly as 
any in the Union.

No Sign of Race War. 

Fhe statement by the premier. that

agreement among officials close to the 
mandate section of the league, al- 
though some Jewish leaders express- 
ed the opinion that he was entirely 
correct. They were pleased that Brit- 
ain was determined to institute.a 
rigid inquiry and apply appropriate 
remedies to prevent a recurrence of 
the trouble. 

Another declaration by Mr. Mac- 
Donald of importance to the world 
was his expressed belief that the 
Kellogg peace pact could in some 
way be made to strengthen the ceve- 
nant of the League of Nations in its 
aim to banish war completely. He 
was convinced that*certain clauses 
and certain ideas present in the minds 
of men when the covenant was draft- 
ed already represented a dead age. 

He referred especially to Articles 
XII and XV of the covenant as 
clauses which could be examined with

Premier Aristide Briand, of 
Trance, could not follow all of the 
speech in English, but when a trans- 
lation was given him he also left his 
seat and warmly felicitated the Brit- 
ish prime minister. 

Japan tonight made it clear that no 
apprehensions have been created at 
Tokyo by the Anglo-American naval 
conservations.

Jose G. Antuna, Uruguian delegate, 
in a speech tonight, said that the in- 
tervention by the league council last 
December in the territorial dispute be- 
tween Bolivia and Paraguay deserved 
to be noted as showing definitely that 
the countries of Latin-America form 
an intergral part of the league.

U. S. IS EXPECTED 
TO BUILD CRUISERS. 

Washington, September 3.—(/)— 
Chairman Hale, of the senate naval 
committee, expressed the opinion after 
a call at the White House today that 
the United States.ultimately will pro- 
ceed with the construction of the lo 
cfuisers authorized. last spring. 

The Maine senator said he had 
gone over the naval situation with the 
president but declined to discuss de- 
tails of their conversation. After be- 
ing closeted with Mr. Hoover for a 
long period. Hale said he was watch- 
ing published reports of progress on 
the attempted naval accord between 
Great Britain and the United States.

Charlotte, N. C., September 3.—

Recisteans hoctetiede Against 
Continued Bull Movement as 


New York, September 3.—With 
news over the holiday all pointing 
to continued general trade activity, 
the stock market opened &trong and 
higher. Profit-taking started fore 
the end of the first hour, continuing 
until noon, when Steel common turned 
face about with the public utilit 
shares and high-priced industrials fol- 
lowing. Steel common, in the recovery 
starting at noon, made a new high 
for all time. 

Call money renewed at 9 per cent. 
The best opinion here is that money 
will work higher the middle of this 
month in view of the large September 
15 government financing, with the 
upward trend continuing until after 
October 1, which is one of the 
heaviest quarterly interest and divi- 
dend payment periods of the year. 
However, despite’ the outlook for high- 
er money the consensus of opinion 
here is that there is nothing now in 
sight to end the unprecedented bull 
stock market. 

Copper shares were in better de- 
mand after it was learned that one 
large producer of metal had advanced 
his selling price a quarter of a cent 
a pound to 18 1-4 cents. Recently 
there has been a decided improvement 
in foreign buyiug of copper here and 
signs have not been lacking that pro- 
ducers again had the situation in hand. 
Some holders of copper shares are 
now predicting that there will be an 
early return to 20-cent copper. The 
sensational advance in copper early in 
the year greatly stimulated production 
and caused producers for a time to 
lose control of their market, resulting 
in a collapse in copper shares. Ouly 
a few weeks ago predictions were wide- 
ly made that copper metal prices were 
going lower but evidently the market 
for metal has egain been stabilized 
through the efforts of the expert and 
demestic associations controlling the 


industry. 


Rails Are Higher. 

New York Central, Union Pacific, 
Southern Pacific and a few other 
rails were higher in the early trad- 
ing. Ground Was lost, however, inp 
the reaction starting at the end ot 
the first hour after which the rails 
were quiet. 

Investment trust buying of oils was 
reported on expectations that much 
will be accomplished in curtailing 
production of crude oil in California 
under the new law now in force per- 
mitting the escape of gas from wells 


Predictions are being made that be- 
fore the end of the year there will be 
a drop of 250,000 barrels in the daily 
production of California crude oil. 
As an offset to the expec: .tions of 
curtailed California production of 
crude oil Wall Street’s information js 
that the widespread price-cutting now 
going on in gasoline because of over- 
production of crude oil is cutting into 
the earnings of refiners. 

Cotton was up another $1 a bale in 
the early trading, making the advance 
in two weeks $5 a bale. Hot weather 
with continued drouth is causing some 
uneasiness. The last government cot- 
ton report was as of August 1. It »- 
dicated a crop of 15,542,000 bales. 
The next government cotton report :s 
due next Monday. 

The average of 10 private reports 


now being circulated in Wall Street 
places the crop at 15,100,000 bales. 

Proof that general. trade continues 
at a high level is found in the August 
sales reports of Montgomery Ward, 
placing the figures at $24,955,000, an 
increase over last yea of no less than 
46.4 per cent for the eight months, the 
figures being $167,571,000, a gain of 
31.3 per cent. 

August. was a high record and the 
sixteenth consecutive month of.a gain 
over the corresponding period of the 
previous year. Sales of Sears Roe- | 
buck, the country’s other large ma‘l 
order house, were up for August and 
the eight months, but the gains were 
not as large as those for Montgomery

President Parsons of Woolworth, 
returning from abroad on the Levia- 
than, predicts that trade abroad will 
improve as a result of the reparations 
agreement.

Detailed figures covering the new 
financing for the month just closed are 
worth studying. The total for August 
was $657.865,000 which compares with

most striking feature of the August 
financing is that $420,126.000 or more 
than two-thirds of the total of $657.- 
865.000 is made up of stock offerings 
of investment trusts. For August, of 
1928, such offerings amounted to only 
$16.845,000. 

These figures confirm the conclusion 
already reached by Wall Street people 
whose opinion is highly valued that 
investment trusts are a powerful fac- 
tor in beth the money and stock mar- 
kets. 

Another striking feature of the 
August financing is the small total of 
bond offerings compared with stock. 

Total bond issues last month foot 
up only $133,301,000 of the $657.865.- 
000 total. Foreign securities offered 
here in August amounted to only $21,- 


950,000 making $266,508,000 for the! 


eight months against a total of $1,- 
210,000,000 for the first eight months 
of 1928. 

Our high interest rates here this 
year have brought foreign financing 
in this market practically to a stand- 
still. In international banking circles 
here the feeling is that unless there is 
a change in the trend of foreign fi- 
nancing in this market the effects of 
the small amount now being done will 
be felt in our foreign merchandise 
trade. 

Total financing for the eight months 
of the year aggregates $6,318,000.000 
against $5.575,000,000 for the first 
eight months of 1928. This total is 
made up of $2,482,000,000 domestic 
bond offerings against $3,151.000,000 
for the first eight months of 1928 and 
$5,.568,000,000 domestic stock offer- 
ings against $2,213,000,000 for the 
corresponding period of last year. The 
high interest rate for money accounts 
for the falling off in domestic bond 
offerings and the continued activity 
in the stock market with the average 
price of fifty stocks making a new 
high for all time accounts for the in- 
crease in stock offerings.

Rapid improvement in the condition 


of Old King Cotton, down with his 


usual summer seige of chills and fever, 


is an item of daily news of great cheer 


to his dependents, who have become 
worn ‘Sy arduous labors of sopping 
up the Niagara-like overflowings of 
their cup of woe. 

The temperature of the old gentle 
Inman, expressed in terms of dollars and 
cents, has risen from an August 19 


sub-normal range of 18.14 to 19.00 for

Cotton prices are definitely ap- 
proaching a point where exchange 
transactions may be termed a “grow- 
ers’ market.” 


That is, prices are advanced to a 
point where cotton growing is prof- 
itable to the planter. In fact, the 
future holds more of promise than at 
any time in the dark, dark past. 
Though immediate prospects are not of 
such a nature to influence heavy com- 
mitment on the futures markets, it 1s 


| firmly believed by experts, after review 


of the crop situation, that a sharp 
advance is likely in the next weex, 
immediately following the government 
crop report due -londay, September 9. 
Bearing on the market immediately 
are reports of an end to the drought 
in Texas and Oklahoma. For several 
months to come the new crop will have 
its effect on the market also. 
Weather conditi ts as reported day 
by day at present must be discounted 
as received, until the government re 


/port is issued, for bulletins for the 
gOverninent report from various sec- 


tions of the belt are presumptively 
sent to Washington on September 1, 
and consequent conditions will not af- 
fect the September 9 report. 


For this reason, the market will be 
likely to waver on daily bulletins un- 
til the government report. Confirma- 
tion of private estimates is expected 
to turn prices upwarc sharply. 


Evidence that the market is con- 
trolled by weather features in the 
day's news is shown in statistical re- 
ports on exports, which for the seven 
months ending in July were 3,255,459 
bales compared with 3,758,290 bales 
last year over the same period,. | 


For the week ending August 30 the 
visible supply increased 4,815 bales 
as compared with a decrease of 113.,- 
996 bales the preceding week. 


From such figures, it would appear 
that traders are ignoring the supply 
on hand at present time in their con- 
centration on the crop nearing the 
market. They are satisfied, apparen:- 
ly, that the supply is too small, and 
minor changes will have but little ef- 
fect on the supply conditon, as com- 
pared with weather conditions and its 
effect on the growing crop. 


As soon as a definite figure may 
be reached for the. crop, prices will 
maintain a more stable level, depend- 
ing on offerings, demand and consump- 
tion. 


It is at such a time the grower 
needs to exercise great caution. It is 
also at such a iime the federal farm 
board co-operative. marketing body 
would serve in exeellent fashion, by 
doling out cotton reserves to the trade 
as needed, thereby keeping prices at a 
fairly steady level. 


There is no doubting the efficacy of 
the co-operative plan for , marketing 
purposes. Certainly no farmer would 
hitch a mule to each end of his plow, 
but it is just such a foolhardy condi- 
tion that arises when two of them 
go to market and are forced to bid 
against one another in order to sell 
their product, instead of pulling to- 
gether and making the purchaser do 
the bidding. 


A correction of a recent paragraph 
in this column declares that @ state- 
ment in connection with the aid rep- 
dered, or not rendered, by the farm 
board to cotton growers is incorrect, 
mentioning a 25 per cent loan on cet- 
ton of the new crop. 

The farm board has agreed to lend 
25 per cent on the new crop, but the 
loan is not to be made except on a 
bale actually sold or hedged, and has 
a definite value. 

In short, the loan is only an ad- 
vance, and does not protect the bor- 
rower who must take the then existing 
price, minus the amount of his loan. 

The loan will help in one way; it 
will permit many growers to hold their 
cotton until a favorable market, and 
possibly will prevent closing the mar- 
ket with subsequent losses by all sell- 
ers. The loan, or advance, then is not 
actually “farm aid” in the classifica- 
tion planned when the board was or 
ganized, 


The Garside Bureau of Boston in a ° 
report said there has been further 
serious deterioration in the Texas and 
Carolina crop. The Fossick bureau of 
Memphis estimated the indicated crop 
at 14,788,000 bales. The lowest esti- 
mate coupled with the pessimistic 
Garside report was responsible for an 
early advance in the market today. 

The Giles bureau estimated the crop 
at 14,833.000 bales. This compared 
with 15,740,000 bales as estimated by 
the same bureau last month. 

Trading was quite active in the spot 
market last week. Sales for the week 
203,131 bales against 101.940 bales for 
the corresponding week last year.

New York, September 3.—(?)— 
With the bull party still in the saddle 
and riding still harder, the stock mar- 


ket entered the new month today, but 
progress became increasingly diffieult 
during the afternoon, and before the 
close of the session some of the ground 
gained earlier in the day was lost. 


More than half a hundred issues 
were hurled up 2 to nearly 10 points 
to record high levels, including such 
leaders as American Telephone, United 
States Steel, International Harvester, 
Chesapeake and Ohio and Southern 
Pacific. Recessions of 1 to 5 points 
from the best levels of the day were 
fairly general, however, when a wave 
of profit-taking swept over the market 
in the afternoon. 


Trading was in tremendous volume 
during the forenoon, the ticker drop- 
ping nearly 20 minutes behind the 
market, the trading slackened up con- 
siderably as the upward movement 
lost force. Selling was attributed 
largely to fears that the adance, on 
top of the upturn late last week, was 
proceeding too rapidly, and weakening 
the technical position of the market. 
Fairly heavy calling of loans during 
the morning also caused wneasiness, 


The credit outlook was a_ factor 
turning some traders into the paths 
of caution. 

Outstanding points in the day’s 
business news were announcement that 
Montgomery Ward’s August sales 
reached a new high record 46 per cent 
above that month of 1928, and a re- 
port that one copper producer had 
raised the domestic price 1-4 of a cent 
to 18 1-4 cents a pound. Automobile 
production reports for August varied. 
Chevrolet showing a substantial re- 
duction, while Buick and Packard 


showed gains over the like month of 
last year. 

United States Steel was 
brought forward as a leader rearne 
upturn, when it was pushed u ut 
6 points to a record price at 1 3-4, 
but it lost about two-thirds of its gain 
later. Youngstown Sheet and Tube 
rose 5 points to a new top, and the 
coppers generally responded to the red 
metal price increase. 

Several of the utilities were hurled 
upward, American Water Works, 
American Power and Light, Interna- 
tional Telephone, Public Service of 
New Jersey and Standard Gas and 
Electric reaching néW high levels in 
wie | ains. 

Chemical, which has been com- 
paratively quiet for some time,, was 
in active demand, rising a couple of 
points to a new top. The dividend 
rate was recently increased, and 
changes in management, as well as 
expansion plans, were announced last 
week. Food shares were a strong 
group, Corn Products, Fleischmann, 
Hershey Chocolate, and Kraft Phenix 
reached new peak prices. Othe, shares 
to reach new peaks included Gir Re- 
duction, American Type nders, 
American Bank Note, Comanceial In- 
vestment Trust, General A'merican 
Tank, Otis Elevator, and Union Car- 
bide. 

Rails turned irregular. Alleghany 
Corporation, Reading, and Norfolk and 
Western sold up 2 to 7 points to new 
tops, while Atchison, New York Cen- 
tral. and Nickel Plate lost 2-to 5 in 
profit-taking. United States Freight, 
which has had a sharp rise since its 
recent listing on the “hig board 
tumbled more than 7 points. 

Oils were generally inclined to ease, 
with such shares as Standard of New 
Jersey and Texas Corporation closing

WINTER WHEAT 
INGREASE SEEN 


Washington, September 3—(?)-—- 
The crop reporting board of the de- 
partment of agriculture announced to- 
day that 20,000 farmers had on Au- 
gust 15 reported intentions .to in- 
crease winter wheat acreage 1.2 per 
cent above the area sown last fall 
and to increase rye acreage 4.9 per 
cent above last year’s sowing. 

The department said that should 
these intentions be carried out by all 
winter wheat growers, the total in- 
tended area of winter wheat would be 
placed at 435,271,000 acres, compared 
with 42,744,000 acres sown last fall. 

Discussing winter wheat and rye 
planting prospects, the department 
said unusual dryness over a large part 
of the winter wheat belt had become 
more serious. ‘These drought condi- 
tions were said to be interfering with 
es A of the ground and the 
seeding of the crop and the acreage 
finally sown will be more than usual 
dependent on adequate rainfall during 
the remainder of the planting season. 

Ohio, Indiana, Minnesota, Iowa, 
South Dakota, Texas, Montana, Colo- 
'rado, Washington, Oregon’ and Cali- 
‘fornia show intended increases in win- 
ter wheat sowing, while Missouri, 
Illinois, Nebraska, Virginia, Ten- 
nessee and Oklahoma show decreases.

It also was in- 
strumental in obtaining for me my 
chance in the biggest class by. permit- 
ting me to be matched with Jack 
Sharkey before I relinquished the 
crown. 

I have never been fortunate enough 


The bout between Mike 
McTigue and me in Madison Square 
Garden October 7, 1927, was author- 
ized by the New York commission to 
be for the world’s championship. At 
that time Jimmy Slattery and Leo 
|Lomski were at the forefront of che 
contenders and conceded by many ex- 
perts to be the’ best of the field. 
MEANING OF “CHAMP.” 

The word “champion” has always 
conveyed to me the idea of the world’s 
best. I had to meet these men. to 
preve to myself that ] really was light 
heavy weight champion in fact as well 
as name. 

The following month Pat McCar- 
thy and I boxed a 10-rounder in Phil- 
adelphia. December 12 Jimmy Slat- 
tery, then the. National Boxing As- 
sociation champion, and I, the New 
York champion, went 15 rounds to a 
decision, which [ won. 

On January 6, just 24 days later, I 
fought Leo Lomski and almost met my 
Waterloo, Four bouts, three 15- 
rounders at an unnatural weight, all 
in a day less than three months, near- 
ly undermined my health and my doc- 
tor ordered me to rest for three 
months. 

From the Lomski bout on 
always felt the part of a champion 
and never hesitated at giving the boys 
a chance to win the title from me. 

MANY GOOD ONES. 

At the present time there are plen- 
ty of boys in the class to keep inter- 
est in it. At this time a dark horse, 
George Courtney, looks to be the best 
of the field. He is regarded as a big 
middleweight, but he never could scale 
160 pounds and be strong, at least 
within the last 18 months. 

Courtney was the victim of a safety 
first champion, who killed interest in 
the class by meeting only hand-picked 
contenders. whose only chance of get- 
ting the crown would be to win on a 
foul. Consequently, George was giv- 
en the go-by. 

Now that champion, Mickey Walk- 
er, is claiming the crown I have just 
passed on. He had a chance to win 
it the night we met in Chicago. Due 
to the condition I was in following. “ 
severe illness. Lomski, Bratdock 
Courtney would have knocked me ies 
a goal in two or three rounds that 
night, but I won handily from Walker. 


SHOULD DEFEND TITLE. 


In the interest of the boys in the 
class, Walker should be 
pass it 
on. There are plenty of good men in 
that division just being kept on a 
treadmill because they are too good. 
Rene De Vos or Ace Hudkins would 
Ge almost certain winners of the title 
if they could get the opportunity, but 
what a price they would have to pay 
to get the chance! 

Now that I am leaving the light- 
heavyweight class, I do so with a 
heart-felt regard towards it because 
of the success I met in it. 

To the contenders I offer my best 
wishes and friendship and may the 
To them I say I face 
the same situation in the bigger class 
and realize your feelings and under- 
stand the struggle tve are facing. 

In all my defense of the 175-pound 
diadem the men I met always fought 
me in a clean and fair manner and 
friendliness is the predominant feel- 
ing I have towards each of them. 

The best of luck to them all.

HINES SAYS SURVEY 
WILL AID VETERANS 


Washington, September 3. — (2) — 
Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines. director 
of the veterans’ bureau, :2id today 
that a survey is now going forward 
to determine the probable cost of fa- 
cilities to provide care of veterans’ Alls 
of all kinds, without discrimination 
such as is now ‘profided by law be- 
tween cases resulting directly 
war service and ills suffered by 
erans since and without direct 
nection with active service.

give care to all cases indiscriminately | 
has not yet been indicated. General | 
Hines declined to express his own at- 
titude. It is considered likely that 
after the present survey is completed 
the veterans’ bureau might lay before 
congress estimates of the cost of the 
additional service to veterans suffer- 
ing from post-war ailments. 

Commenting on the statement yes- 
terday of William J. Murphy, na- 
tional commander of the Disabled 
American Veterans, General Hines 
said the reiteration that facilities are 
inadequate did not make clear the 
kind of cases for which more hos- 
pitals than Are now contemplated 
would be needed, nor did it explain 
that: under present legislation the bu- 
reau is obliged to distinguish between 
the two. 

To the assertion that hospitals 
would not be adequate in facilities to 
care for the peak load of mental cases 
in 1947—at which time General Hines 
has said it would be reached—he said 
here again confusion appeared to be 
widespread. 

“The present and contemplated pro- 
gram of the bureau,” he said, “would

DRY AGENTS TAKE 
TO AIR IN EFFORT 
TO STOP ’LEGGERS 


Detroit, September 3.—(#)—Since 
the rum runners have taken to the 
air to smuggle liquor into the United 
States from Canada, it behooves the 
federal agents to do likewise. 

Plans for the establishment of an 
airplane rum patrol over the Detroit 
river. Lake Erie and Lake St. Clair 
are being made by Walter 8S. Petty, 
collector of customs, it was learned 
tonight. 

Petty said he was communicating 
with the customs department heads 
in Washington on the subject. He 
plans to make airplanes a regular di- 
vision of the customs border patrol 
which now patrols the border in boats 
and automobiles. 

Two confiscated planes, one taken 
from an alien smuggler and the other 
from a rum runner, will be the nu- 
cleus of the prohibition air force. 
Petty now is awaiting a report of 
the mechanical condition of the ships 
which are held at Slefridge field, Mt. 
Clements, Mich. 

The use of planes in stopping rum 
smuggling has been considered for 
sometime in various parts of the coun- 
try but Petty’s action is the first con- 
crete effort to creaté a dry navy in 
the air.
